The eastern pajama advocate suggests that 
a silk kimono be hung on the back of the 
front door so the pajama clad woman could 
slip into this as she answers the doorbell 


ring. 

An ordinary cotton kimono ought to hang 
on the same sort of an emergency hook at 
the back door for use in case of peddlers 
and delivery boys. 

The morning pajamas, however, seem to 
have little chance of popularity in Chicago.

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URGES U. S. BOARD 
TO RULE DOCTORS 


Norman Barnesby Attacks 
Medical Ethies and Prac- 
tice in New Book. 


Calls Consultations Travesties 
and Most Quick Amputa- 
tions Criminal. 


“The time is not far distant when the e- 
pression ‘medical ethics’ will have been 
swept from our vocabulary, except as a term 
of reproach for the absurd and iniquitous 
code we so long tolerated.”’ 

In phraseology frequently surpassing this 
for bitterness of criticism Norman Barnesbdy, 
M. D., of New York has written Medical 
Chaos and Crime,“ a volume setting forth at 
lengt® charges of a widespread demoraliza- 
tion of the medical profession, causing a 
“wanton destruction of health and hap- 
pine and “an appalling loss of human 
life.”’ 

He first attacks the “ ethics of the pro- 
feesion, but in succeeding pages be attacks 
@ score of other phases of medicine and sur- 
gery, and as @ cure for the conditions de- 
tailed he urges a nation wide inquiry, the 
abolition of all codes and practices inimical 
to society, and a complete reorganization 
of the system on the lines of legislative su- 
pervision or other responsfble control. 


Galles Official Ethics “Hodge Podge.” 

The Principles of Ethics,’ which bas the 
aanction of the American Medical asgocia- 
tion, the author labels “a hodge-podge of 
ethics, etiquette, and tradition, delivered 
with a senile sententiousnese that has caused 
no end of merriment both within and with- 
out the profession.”’ 

As an example of the manner in which the 
rules of the code relative to the conduct of 
physicians in consultation work out, Dr. 
Barnesby wrote: 

„Doctor So-and-So, we will say, has made 
a mistaken diagnosis and given wrong treat- 
ment till the precarious condition of his pa- 
thent arouses him to a reailizaton of his mis- 
take. If he is wise, he instantly will consult 
with andther physician, but if he is too 
headstrong to do this the family probably 
will demand a consultation. 

“Tf he takes the initiative and calle in an 
e@oquaintance, it almost is an absolute cer- 
tainty that the latter will agree with all 
he haa done, since he has everything to lose 
and nothing to gain under the circumstances 
by irritating or antagonizing an associate: 


Strange Doctor “Talks Learnedly.” 

“If a stranger ie summoned the case is 
somewhat different. This doctor will see the 
patient, talk learnedly about the malady, 
and then assure the distressed family that 
their physician has done about the right 
thing, though owing to a complication that 
apparently just has arisen he would suggest 
a certain modification of the treatment which 
he win communicate to the physician in 
charge. 

“Upon leaving, if he ie a stickler for 
‘ethics’ he will deliver himself about as fol- 
lows; ‘I think on the whole, Dr. So-and-s0 
hag done all that could be expected: I have 
left some minor suggestions for his consider- 
ation, but I do not think you could do better 
than retain his services.’ 


perhaps doomed, simply because the code 
values a doctor's dignity and reputation 
above a human lite.“ 


Ethics vs. Humanity. 

“To sum it all up,” the author wrote in 
another place, “the official ‘ principles of 
ethics‘ seem so contrived thet the doctor 
who ig possessed of any sense of honop is 
forced to stifie his humane impulses and at 
times connive at the grossest malpractice, 
while the grafter may take refuge under 
the code today, and tomorrow violate it both 
in letter and spirit.“ 

Regarding the genera! results of the sys- 
tem he denounces, Dr. Barnesby writes: 

“It would be futile to attempt to estimate 
the amount of hurnan suffering caused by 
the ignorance, incompetence, commercial- 
iam, and criminal indifference of those who 
call themselves disciples of healing, 

“In short, I am attacking a system, a 
social condition for which we are all partly 
responsible—doctors and laity, scientists and 
charlatans, lawmakers and lawbreakers. 


Doctors as Fallible as Others, 

What one man could estimate or depict 
the awful harvest of suffering and blood 
that we as a nation are reaping from our 
criminal apathy in allowing an organization 
of men as fallible as those of any other pro- 
fession to acquire an irresponsible power 
of life and death over millions of helpless 
human beings?” 

Page after page of the book is given up 
to *stories of surgical outrages,“ detailed 
accounts of the manner in which unneces- 
sary operations are performed for the sake 
of the fee or for the experience result- 
ing.“ and where “ incompetent diagnosis has 
led to blunders for which there was no pun- 
ishment or accounting.” 


Amputate Instantly “Criminal.” 
“Today,” he summarizes, to amputate 
instantly, except in case of hopeless mutila- 
tion, is a eign of criminal indifference on the 
part of the operator.

be initiated by the department of justice is 
regarded by the Taft administ 
next great step in the long w re on mo- 
nopolies. Unless the methods employed by 
the combination of electrical manufacturing 
companies are declared illegal the way will 
remain open, it is believed, to the mulcting of 
the public in the prices charged on ali arti- 
cles made by patented processes. 

The suit for the dissolution of the electrical 
trust will bring to the fore what is declared 
to be a novel subterfuge for the evasion of 


the Sherman anti-trust law and a question 


which never has been decided by the Supreme 
court. The government will charge the com-

Chicago's harbor. plan now is pending in 
congress with a memorial for a federal ap- 
propriation for breakwaters. Gen. Bixby 


expects to be Able to advise congress on the 


question of acceding to the city's request 


‘as soon as he receives the report of the sur- 
vey of the Chicago harbor possibilities being 


made by the engineer at that point. The 
rospect is that the report will reach Wash- 


ington too late for action by this congress. 


Mr. Ewen explained the details of the plan

FORMER BANKER ODELL DEAD 


Had Resided of Late in Colorado, 
Where the End Came. 


KNOWN TO MANY FINANCIERS 


President for Number of Years of 
Union National Concern. 


John J. P Odell. formerly a resident of Chi- 
cago, died yesterday in Denver, Colo., after 
a brief iliness, Mr. Odell had resided in Boul- 
der, Colo., for the last four years. 

He had a wide acquaintance among the 
bankers throughout the United States and 
served a term as president of the American 
Bankers’ association. For many years he 
was president of the Union National bank, 
until about the time that institution was 
merged with the First National bank. He 
was a director of the World's Columbia ex- 
position. * 

Mr. Odell was born in 1847 at Eastport, Me. 
He was educated in the public schools of 
Eastport and at a private school in Provi- 
dence, R. I., where he studied a year, com- 
ing to Chicago in 1865 at the close of the 
civil war. 


First Job with Burlington. 

On his arrival he entered the office of the 
Burlington railroad. He had been working 
there only a month when he secured a posi- 
tion as bookkeeper at the Northwestern Ne- 
tional bank, where he worked for nearly 
two years. 

Later he entered the employ of the Union 
National bank in the same capacity, and in 
1880 he was made cashier of the institution. 
Five years later he was elected vice presi- 
dent of the bank, and in 1890 he was the 
choice of the directors for the presidency. 

He directed the policies of the bank for six 
years, and in 1896 he organized the firm of 
John J. P. Odell & Co., bankers and brokers 
which had its offices at 226 La Salle street. 


President of Duluth Bank. 

He also was president of the First National 
bank of Duluth. He was a mémber of the 
board of trade, a fellow in the Institute of 
Bankers of London club, and a director of 
the Chicago Atheneum. Besides his banking 
interests, he was interested in several other 
Chicago industries. 

Mr. Odell ie survived by the widow, who’ 
resides at Boulder, OColo.; a daughter, Mrs 

Frank C. Todd of Minneapolis, and two sons, 
George T. and Irving, both residing in Chi- 
cago. No arrangements have been made for 
the funeral, but it is probable that the body 
will be brought to Chicago for interment.

RAILROADER IS PESSIMISTIC; 
PUTS BLAME ON LEGISLATION. 


“Feeling of Unrest Dest Entire Coun- 
try, Says Roswell Miller in Talk 
on the Pacific Coast. 


Pasadena, Cal., Dec. 36.—[Special.]—‘‘There 
is a general feeling of unrest over the en- 
tire country, bankers and financial men 
are not buying railroad stocks and securities, 
and there ie general curtallment of expendi- 
ture in all lines, particularly raiircads,”’ said 
Roswell Miller of NeW York, chairman of the 
executive board of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and Puget Sound railroad. 

‘“‘Some seem to think better times are 
ahead, but I cannot see much hope at pres- 
ent. So far as our lines are concerned, we 
have stopped all construction work entirely, 
and will do nothing more until conditions 
change for the better. We have laid off men 
wherever possible, and I think most railroads 
have done the same. . 

“I attribute the unrest to legislation. We 
have had too much legislation. Our law- 
makers seem to féel they must make laws 
which make it harder to do business, and so 
long as they feel that way 1 cannot see any 
chance of improvement. 

“It costs far more to operate railroads than 
formerly. Material has advanced greatly 
in all lines, and labor has advanced accord- 
ingly, with practically no advance in freight 
rates. Railroads cannot pay dividends and 
keep up improvements at the present rates. 
Another uncertainty is the long delay. to 
which we are subjected in getting rate deci- 
slons.“

.HILE “Madame Troubadour” may not 


come accurately under the classifica- 
tion of plays for impuritans, we feel 


no temptation whatever to commend it

This preliminary and admonitory erence 


is solely for those who are committed to the 


Fireside Drama in which ennobling themes 
are discussed pro, if not con, and in which 
virtue is decked out like a circus horse, tri- 
umphantly prancing. 

For the words and the music of “ Madame Trou 
badour” treat with filppant candor the French 
operetta viewpoint of matrimonial morals, The 


characters implicated are mentally scarlet, in- 


asmuch as they discuss infidelity and the some- 
times subsequent divorce as matters of personal 
eonventence and inclination instead of stern 
duty or complaisant patience. In the course 
of the performancé one hears many hardened 
and cynical utterances concerning the mar- 
riage relation and sees frequent episodes, caus- 
ing one to distrust the inviolability of the 
marriage vow. It.is all very sophisticated and 
callous, put since it is accompanied with the 
glamour of much attractive music, no sinister 
influence is apprehended to those who are 
thus sufficiently warned. 

“Madame Troubadour” is a varjant, as we 
say in dramatic criticism, of “ Divorcons,”. in 
which flagging matrimonial interest is spurred 
by jealousy and its antidote, propinquity. A 
velvet coated literary amateur bores his 
full-blooded wife and she acquires a quasi- 
lover. So much of the play is recited in unin- 
telligible song that it ius not safe to say just 
how the happy ending is achieted, but at any 
rate the lover is finally discredited and the 
husband, though a literary amateur, is glori- 
fied. Since this husband is the vocal hero of 
many trios and quartets, the final is not en- 
tirely inconsistent. The lover, now and then, 
sings off the key.

Miss Sophie Brandt, as the irresolute wife, 
sings between and during the songs rather me- 
lodiously, and in appearance is inspiration 
enough for her husband’s opinion that if mar- 
riage vows are to be broken it is the hus- 
band’s duty to break them. This husband is 
most skillfully played by Mr. Charles Angelo, 
who gives the character all the futility sug- 
gested by the playbill inecription—“a literary 
amateur.” Mr. Van Rensselaer Wheeler, whose 
stage specialty is the graceful disintegration of 
happy homes, wears the tidy togs of such des- 
picable functionaries and is formally amorous 
at the required moments. It is to Mr. Wheeler 
that most of the frequent osculation of the play 
is intrusted, and t is to be said for him that 
he is audible in this office, if not always se- 
ductive. 

But the “punch” for which audiences and 
managers are invariably apprehensive is be- 
stowed by Miss Georgie Caine, hitherto ob- 
served as a somewhat sepulchral or stalagmite 
figurante in musical comedy, but who now ap- 
pears as a pulsating human being, dancing and 
singing like a maenad. Miss Caine is almost 
wanton in the role of a virginal co-responden 
and in her last act dance with Mr. Bdga 
Atcheson Ely, referred to as an “all-aroung 
sunbeam,” moves the spectators to quite a 
demonstration: As an epigrammatic attendant 
observed, the play was made pleasant by the 
brand of Caine.

There are songs and dances and acting by 
Miss Doris Goodwin and Miss Anna Wheaton, 
who appear to have received, too soon, the 
information that they are clever; for they con- 


„fes that knowledge in everything they do in 


the play. . But their efforts were commended 
vociferously by those present last evening, as 
were, indeed, those of everyone else involved. 
If it were not for bitter experience with the 
enthusiastic moods of audiences at the theater 
we should say that “Madame Troubadour.” is 
a commercial success. Certainly it will enter- 
tain those who do not pladeé toe en a valua- 
tion on their time and their money.

MONG the things which much travel does 
not improve is musical comedy, and so it 
is inferred that “Up and Down Broad- 
way before it began its journey to the 
hinterland was a smarter, brighter, more

libretto, a score of stale songs, a chorus, whose 
appearance may not, with chivalry, be de- 
scribed, and a lot of unkempt costumes, the 
exhibition is not without its entertaining quali- 
ties.
